This is my fourth annual report and is for the year begin- 
ning July 1, 1922 and ending June 30, 1923, although parts 
of the report extend into the present year. 


1846 CompARED WITH 1923. 


A complete set of examination papers has been discovered 
which were given in 1846 to all ninth grade pupils in Spring- 
field, Mass., in arithmetic and spelling. In November, 1923, 
our eighth grade pupils were given the same arithmetic test 
and an equivalent spelling test. ‘The results were as follows:
